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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.’’ Acts 2:1. ““And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4. 
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This one word covers a great scope of 
territory. We find it in every walk of 
life. The large boy at school runs over 
the small one. Paul spoke of some who 
creep into houses and lead captive silly 
women. Jude 16 gives us a picture also 
of some “murmurers, complainers, walk- 
ing after their own lusts; and their 
mouth speaketh great swelling words, 
having men’s persons in admiration be- 
cause of advantage.” Jacob took advan- 
tage of Esau while Esau was hungry and 
faint; then was the time to strike. 

Men of wealth take advantage of the 
poor according to James 5:4, “Behold, 
the hire of the labourers who have 
reaped down your fields, which is of you 
kept back by fraud, crieth: and the cries 
of them which have reaped are entered 
into the ears of the Lord of sabaoth.” 

2 Sam. 20:9, 10, Joab took advantage 
of Amasa when he took him _ by the 
beard to kiss him and had a sword in his 
hand and smote Amasa with it. Judges 
4:21, “Then Jael Heber’s wife took a nail 
of the tent, and took an hammer in her 
hand, and went softly unto him, (Sisera) 
and smote the nail into his temples, and 
fastened it into the ground: for he was 
fast asleep and weary. So he died.” No 
matter how righteous or unrighteous 
these acts were or were not, you can 
see they took advantage. It is right to 
take advantage of some things and wrong 
to take advantage of some others.

20:14, “It is 
naught, it is naught, saith the buyer: but 
when he (the seller) is gone his way, 
then he (buyer) boasteth.” When one 
has cotton, furniture, poultry or what 
not, this is the case— advantage. Every 
defect the buyer locates and he deducts 
and prices down, etc. All of you read- 
ers of this article are acquainted with 
these things. When one is leaving, sell- 
ing out, or even in death, when one is 
broken up, coffins that the workmanship 
and material all told wouldn’t amount 
to $25.00, have to be bought, and they 
take advantage and rob you then. The 
judgment will be terrible, my brother, 
for all such. Rom. 3:1, 2, “What ad- 


vantage then hath the Jew, or what 
profit is there of circumcision? Much 
every way: chiefly, because that unto 
them were committed the oracles of 
God.” 

Advantage—you can see it. As I here- 
tofore have said it, it can be located most 
everywhere. The strong over the weak; 
the learned over the unlearned; the fore- 
man over the laborers; the buyer over the 
seller; nation over nation, etc.

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Why Suttering? 


When we consider human suffering 
in the light of God’s Word it is not the 
great problem that some philosophers 
would make it out to be. When we fully 
realize the greatness of Adam’s transgres- 
sion in willfully allowing that great 
monster of destruction called sin to enter 
the world, we can in at least a satisfying 
measure explain most human misery in 
its most dreadful manifestations. It is 
true however that there are certain as- 
pects of suffering that do baffle our 
finite minds. In example it is very per- 
plexing why that courageous man of 
God, John the Baptist, should be cast 
into the darkest prisons and finally be- 
headed through the wicked dictates of a 
degraded woman, just during the period 
of Jesus’ triumphant ministry when He 
was constantly healing and delivering 
the suffering by a mere word of His lips 
or a touch of His hands. Was John not 
the greatest of prophets: even the one 
privileged not only to announce the com- 
ing of the Messiah, but also to personally 
introduce Him to the nation of Judea? 
John himself could not understand why 
he should be thus incarcerated, and he 
apparently began to doubt whether or 
not Jesus was truly the Messiah (Luke 
7:18-20). 

The history of the Church contains 
many similar puzzling cases of human 
suffering. In fact, we have such ex- 
amples all around us. Even the Scriptures 
themselves do not seem to elucidate these 
problems. It is here where our trust in 
God’s goodness and love steps in, and we 
know that no purposes of God have mis- 
carried. If we could always trace God’s 
ways there would be no need of trust- 
ing. However, we know that some day we 
shall no longer be seeing through a glass 
darkly (1 Cor. 13:12), but we shall fully 
understand these problems. Until that 
time the Scriptures give us sufficient 
knowledge of the providential dealings of 
God to satisfy our hearts and to elimi- 
nate from our minds all misgivings. We 
know that God is overruling all things to 
His ultimate glory. Let us then consider 
what the Scriptures teach in regard to 
human svffering. 

We need only to read the first Book of 
the Bible to come to see the causes of 
suffering in its various aspects. In the 
first place we learn that through Adam’s 
transgression “whatsoever a man soweth 
that shall he also reap” (Gal. 6:7). This 
is an inescapable natural and moral law. 
Adam and Eve chose self-will instead of 
God’s will and they willfully disobeyed 
the Lord’s command. They were drawn 
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away of their own lust and_ enticed 
(James 1:14, 15) and their sin opened 
the way for the process of suffering and 
death. Even when the salvation of God 
reached down to meet their sinful 
hearts’ need, they still had these fore- 
boding words ringing in their ears: “J 
will greatly multiply thy sorrow,” 
“Cursed is the ground for thy sake; in 
sorrow shalt thou eat of it***dust thou 
art, and unto dust shalt thou return.” 
The inflexible law of God is, ““Whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.” Many a man, Christian and other- 
wise, is suffering the dreadful conse- 
quence of sowing his “wild oats.” 

Then in the second place we learn 
that “all that will live godly**shall suf- 
fer persecution.” Abel desired to worship 
God in the way that God had ordered. 
He knew that the only way to approach 
God acceptably was by the shedding of 
blood. Consequently he sacrificed unto 
the Lord of the firstlings of his flock 
and God respected Abel and his offering. 
But Cain, his brother, wanted to wor- 
ship God in the way that seemed right 
unto him. He omitted the slain sacrifice 
from his offering and consequently his 
offering was rejected. When he saw that 
Abel was blessed of God and he was not, 
he slew him. 

Now many centuries have gone by 
since this incident but today there are 
more people going the way of Cain 
(Jude 1:11) than the way which Abel 
took, which was God’s way. And simi- 
larly those that have been made righteous 
by the blood of the Lamb have suffered 
persecution of varying severity from the 
followers of Cain. In the world the 
Christian is promised tribulation (John 
16:33; Acts 14:22) and church history 
and present happenings prove the veraci- 
ty of the Word of God. 

Let us now turn to the fuller light of 
the New Testament to consider a third 
type of suffering. There are some verses 
found there that explain very clearly 
other aspects of suffering seen in Genesis 
and other parts of the Old and New 
Testaments. Paul in writing to the Co- 
rinthians says: “Blessed be God, even the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Fa- 
ther of mercies, and the God of all com- 
fort; who comforteth us in all our trib- 
ulations, that we may be able to comfort 
them which are in any trouble, by the 
comfort wherewith we ourselves are 
comforted of God” (2 Cor. 1:3, 4). God 
often leads His children into fiery trials 
that they may there experience His great 
comforting and sustaining grace, that 


they in turn may be able to comfort and 
encourage others who are called to go 
through similar experiences. God’s rarest 
saints are often those who suffer most. 


God cannot trust all of His children 
with suffering. They would grow hard- 
ened and cold and embittered. I repeat: 
only God’s rarest saints are called to go 
through the fiercest trials most generally. 
How easily discernible they are in times 
of trouble! They go into the sick room, 
and their words of comfort act like the 
balm of Gilead upon the hearts and minds 
of the afflicted one. When bereavement 
comes they are there with their warm 
and heartfelt sympathy and assistance. 
Wherever hearts are bowed down with 
sorrow and suffering those saints who 
have been there before come with the oil 
and wine of loving ministration and with 
the hopefulness that comes from ex- 
periencing God’s mercy and love when 
they had suffered similar trials. We all 
may be thankful for these matured and 
tried Christians. They act as angels of 
comfort and mercy to their suffering 
brethren. And while these thoughts are 
on our mind, shall we not lift our hearts 
to God in praise and thanksgiving for 
that One who because of His willingness 
to be perfected through suffering (Heb. 
2:10) can sympathetically identify Him- 
self with us in our infirmities (Heb. 4: 
15)? Fiery trials are sanctified to our 
blessing and His glory as we humbly 
and gladly lie submissively on the Pot- 
ter’s wheel as His loving hands mold us 
according to His perfect will. 


Now suffering not only deepens the 
Christian’s understanding and sympathies, 
but it also makes him lean harder on the 
overcoming grace of God. It tends to re- 
veal to him his frailty and directs his 
eyes to God’s all-sufficiency. He knows 
fully what Paul meant when he wrote: 
“Not that we are sufficient of ourselves 
to think anything as of ourselves; but 
our sufficiency is of God” (2 Cor. 3:5). 
A Christian seldom realizes his nothing- 
ness (Gal 6:3) until God reveals it to 
him. The process of learning this is gen- 
erally a painful one. It was for Paul. Note 
Second Corinthians 12:7-11. This passage 
is self-explanatory. The Christian who 
bears about in his body the dying of the 
Lord Jesus also manifests the resurrection 
power of Christ (2 Cor. 4:10, 11). To 
him it is clearly perceived that the treas- 
ure of God’s wonderful grace and bless- 
ing is contained in earthen vessels “that 
the excellency of the power may be of 
God” and not of him (2 Cor. 4:7).

Threefold Holiness Truth 


‘And the very God of peace sanctify 
you wholly; and 1 pray God your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ,” 1 Thess. 5:23. 


There is a threefold aspect of Bible 
holiness. Some claim that our inward 
man can be pure but the outward man 
may be disobedient and sinful. But the 
trend of the Scriptures bears out the 
thought that we are to be holy, spirit, 
soul, and body; then according to the 
Scriptures, there is a clear, definite ex- 
perience of holiness. This takes place 
when one is holy sanctified. When one is 
cleansed from all hereditary sin and the 
carnal mind which Is at enmity against 
God is taken out and the old man cru- 
cified, then we have that definite ex- 
perience of holiness. This is what they 
call perfect love or love made perfect. 
Any statement of sanctification that dif- 
fers from this is in error. There are so 
many of our people who are unsettled and 
are not acquainted with this holiness ex-

perience and their preaching is not def- 
inite. God does not own and bless error. 
He will not accept truth when it is not 
preached from a pure motive and an ex- 
perience backed up by the Word of God. 
There are so many messages that are 
powerless and have no direct aim so that 
people are not led into the depth of God’s 
love. 


There is a peculiar technicality about 
the doctrine of sanctification. There is 
also a peculiar power about the experi- 
ence. There is a quiet, satisfying feeling 
that will unmistakably take place when 
you receive the experience of sanctifica- 
tion. There is a consciousness of utter 
yielding of one’s self to God, a conscious 
rest in the perfect will of God, a pure 
heart, a feeling of affection and inward 
soul delight which cannot be put into 
words, but it is an actual experience just 
the same. There can be no outward prac- 
tice of true holiness living until after a 
holiness has been 
wrought in the heart through the blood 
of Jesus. Many try to lash themselves in- 
to holiness living without having the real 
experience produced in their hearts. Hun- 
dreds of preachers who are prejudiced 
against sanctification are blindly urging 
their congregation of members to live a 
pure, holy life and yet turn round and 
oppose the doctrine of entire holiness, 
which is the only thing in the universe 
that produces the pure, holy life. In order 
to practice holiness we must have it. It 
will be perfectly easy for those who are 
sanctified to pray in secret and to render 
to their friends the exercise of love and 
faith. It will be perfectly easy to lay 
aside worldly dress and such adornment 
as makes us like the world. It will be 
easy to help the poor and to visit the 
prisoners, fast, and be partakers of those 
divine things that only the love of God 
can help us to do. 


The threefold form of holiness will 
make it easy for any one to practice god- 
ly love. If we have mere doctrine alone 
we will be formalists. If we hold to the 
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experience apart from the doctrine and 
practice of holiness we will not be well 
balanced in our teachings and practices. 
Many have made the fatal mistake of 
denying the doctrine and governments 
that the Bible prescribes to keep us in the 
narrow way. But if we have the experi- 
ence and adhere to the teachings and in- 
structions of God’s Word, there will be 
a threefold, full portion of holiness in 
our lives that will be a great influence 
to men. 
THE SWEETNESS OF LOVE 

Beloved, let us love one another: for 
love is of God; and every one that loveth 
is born of God, and knoweth God. He 
that loveth not knoweth not God; for 
God is love,” John 4:7, 8. 

Nothing but sanctification will pro- 
duce this wonderful experience of love. 
I was holding a meeting once in the 
mountain sections of north Georgia and 
there came a helper into the meeting who 
had great influence. It seemed that every- 
body she talked to was blessed. I finally 
asked her to please tell me the secret of 
her power and she quoted to me John 4: 
7, 8, and said it was the sweetness of 
God’s love in her heart. For many years 
I felt that I had known the range of 
God’s power and faith and had had the 


blessed experience of being helpful to ~ 


many souls, but I had never experienced 
such power as this woman had. She told 
me that she was in a meeting and heard 
a message on seeking the fullness of God’s 
love and after placing herself before God 
with earnest prayers and fastings, a great 
divine power came over her that had 
changed her whole life and had molded 
her into one with love, faith, and power 
to help others. This was of great interest 
to me. This of course will bez criticized 
by some who are rather selfish and have 
but little knowledge of the great range 
of God’s eternal love. It is true that all 
lives are not molded in the same pattern; 
all religious lives are not fashioned on 
the same order. Every true child of God 
has his natural ability and tact to be a 
blessing to others. Some have the current 
running through their lives of great 
courage. Others are careful and are back- 
ward but that doesn’t hinder this cur- 
rent of love from taking possession and 
molding them into types of Jove and 
helpfulness to others. Every Christian 
life should be molded in the pattern of 
love. Of course we must have the experi- 
ence that the Bible prescribes that I 
haven’t time to give in detail here, but 
like the mighty storm that sweeps over 
the earth, every Christian should have 
that sweetness of love that makes them 
pure and helpful. 

Every soul in which this love has been 
planted must seek to find God’s definite 
will concerning him and his life’s work,

1. The personality of Jesus was so 
electrified by the divine presence, that 
men were attracted to Him everywhere 
He went. With nothing more than a look 
into His face, we believe that many 
were convinced of His claims and be- 
came His faithful followers at once. 
“God was with him.” The wise men 
looked upon Him as the “babe of Beth- 
lehem” and worshipped Him. At His 
baptism the multitude witnessed the 
manifestation of God’s glory and power 
upon Him. On the mountain, with Moses 
and Elijah, He was transfigured in the 
presence of Peter, James, and John, who 
never forgot that glorious scene. 

In that memorable prayer of Jesus’, re- 
corded in John 17, Jesus said to the Fa- 
ther, “As thou hast sent me into the 
world, even so have I also sent them (the 
disciples) into the world” (v. 18), and 
a little further, “And the glory which 
thou gavest me I have given them” (v. 
22). If, indeed, God be with us, and Je- 
sus in us, there is a Christlikeness that 
will beautify our lives that we may be 
effective representatives of Jesus here on 
earth. 

2. Jesus’ words were the words of the 
Father. ‘The word which ye hear is not 
mine, but the Father’s which sent me” 
(John 14:24). “For I have not spoken 
of myself; but the Father which sent me, 
he gave me a commandment, what I 
should say and what I should speak” 
(John 12:49). Jesus was ever loyal to 
His Father and to all His interests. 

It is the business of the Church to 
give the words of Jesus to the world, 
they are “spirit and life.” Jesus identifies 
Himself with those who give the world 
His Words, He verifies them to men. 
This is the channel through which He 
makes Himself and His will known. Je- 
sus knew the Father, spoke His words, 
and revealed the Father to men (Matt. 
11:27). Jesus* followers know Him, and 
through their Christlike lives and testi- 
mony of His words they make Him 
known to men. 

3. His power. God anointed Jesus with 


the Holy Ghost and power. This was His 
equipment for doing good in the world, 
and for fulfilling the will of the Fa- 
ther (Acts 10:38). He was declared to 
be ‘“‘the Son of God with power” (Rom. 
1:4). 

Jesus said to His followers, “Behold I 
send the promise of my Father upon you” 
(Luke 24:49). And when the Holy 
Ghost came at Pentecost, Peter said that 
Jesus “received of the Father the promise 
of the Holy Ghost,” and this is it. It is 
not our privilege only to have Jesus with 
us today, but we may have the promised 
Holy Ghost and power which Jesus re- 
ceived from the Father for His follow- 
ers. Jesus said, ‘““Lo I am with you.” How 
wonderful are these words fulfilled—in 
the personal presence and power of the 
Holy Ghost upon them and in their min- 
istry. 

4. Jesus’ works on earth. Jesus said, 
“The Son can do nothing of himself, but 
what he seeth the Father do: for what 
things soever he doeth, these also doeth 
the Son likewise” (John 5:19). And 
again, “I must work the works of him 
that sent me” (John 9:4). And, “The 
Father that dwelleth in me, he doeth the 
works” (John 14:10). Jesus glorified the 
Father in all He did, declaring, “I have 
glorified thee on the earth, I have fin- 
ished the work which thou gavest me to 
do” (John 17:4). 

Now to His own Jesus said, ““He that 
believeth on me, the works that I do 
shall he do also; and greater works than 
these shall he do; because I go unto my 
Father” (John 14:12), and when He 
went back to the Father, it is said of His 
disciples, “And they went forth and 
preached everywhere, the Lord (that is, 
Jesus, their glorified Lord) working with 
them, and confirming the word with 
signs following, Amen” (Mark 16:20).

The Great Tongue Doctor 


Read James, chapter three. Where can 
such an arraignment of the tongue be 
found? And such a prescription for a 
bad tongue! Truly it will be profitable to 
notice some of the things said by this 
great apostle on this important subject. 
The Unsanctified Tongue 

“And the tongue is a fire, a world of 
iniquity; so is the tongue among our 
members, that it defileth the whole body, 


and setteth on fire the course of nature; 
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and is set on fire of hell” (v. 6). If a 
man have only a bad tongue among his 
members, that’s enough, that tongue 
can set the rest on fire, and destroy all 
the good he may possess. 

A tattling tongue has ruined the 
standing of many a good man and woman 
in the community. 

A tattling tongue can destroy the peace 
of a happy home with the speed that few 
other things can make, and even stir the 
whole neighborhood in short order. 

Just one tattling tongue has often been 
the occasion in the church for creating 
a condition of disorder and almost ruin. 
Actuated by the Devil 

The apostle says that the spirit which 
is back of a tattling tongue is not from 
heaven, “but is earthly, sensual, devilish” 
(v. 15). So, such a spirit and such a 
practice certainly do not belong to God’s 
little children. 

God is Displeased With It 

Can men and women who use their 
voices to speak good at one time and evil 
at another, or to give out sweet things 
now and bitter things a little later, be 
pleasing to God? Certainly not. The 
apostle says, My brethren, these things 
ought not so to be” (v. 10). God’s ex- 
press command is, “Let all bitterness, and 
wrath, and anger, and clamour, and evil 
speaking, be put away from you with 
all malice” (Eph. 4:31). If God be “an- 
gry with the wicked every day,” be sure 
the evil speaker is included in the list. 
What is Back of a Tattling Tongue 

Do men just forget, or do they just 
happen to speak evil of others? We think 
not, it comes from a bad heart. Jesus 
said, “Out of the abundance of the heart 
the mouth speaketh.” If unkindness, 
hatred, and bitterness were not in the 
heart, the lips would not give expression 
to them. In trying to describe and pa- 
rade the evil of others the evil speaker 
shows up the spirit and unkindness of 
his own heart. 

There is a Remedy 

If evil speaking and backbiting be sin, 
then they are included in the works of 
the devil which Jesus came to destroy 
(1 John 3:8), and there is a positive 
remedy. Jesus died for the deliverance of 
the evil speaker, and His blood will 
cleanse every one who will confess and 
forsake his sin. Truly no man can tame 
the evil tongue, but Jesus can. He gives 
sweetness in place of bitterness, and 
purity, health and holiness instead of 
foulness. He can make the vilest clean, 
disconnect him from the fountain of 
evil and evil things, and connect him 
with the “fountain of life,” from which 
nothing but purity and _ health flows. 
Praise the Lord! 

The man who bridles and keeps un- 
der control his whole body, tongue, and

WARDEN 

Brother Thomas R. Warden, bishop in 
the Church of God, was born May 26, 
1895 at Greentown, Ohio and died at his 
home at 1144 Clarendon Ave. 5S. W., 
Canton, Ohio at the age of forty-two 
years. 

He became a Christian at the age of 
twenty-four and served God faithfully 
to the end. He became affiliated with 
the great Church of God in 1922. He 
was ordained bishop in 1927. He held the 
pastorate of the Church of God in Can- 
ton for five years. 

A short time before he came in con- 
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tact with the Church, he, feeling the call 
of God, opened a mission here in Canton. 
He was trying to walk in the light as it 
was shed on his pathway. The Church of 
God had already been revealed to him by 
the Lord before he ever knew that such 
an institution existed, but God always 
sees the honest hearts and leads them 
aright. One day a minister of God 
brought him the much-welcomed mes- 
sage on the Church of God and he re- 
ceived it immediately. In a short time he 
turned his work over to the Church but 
did not without trials. Brethren, whom 
he thought would see as he did, turned 
coldly away and the Church of God in 
Canton started with only eight members. 

Brother Warden was always known for 
preaching the gospel straight and with- 
out compromise in any form. All who 
knew him loved him for his straightfor- 
wardness and holy boldness. He was 
known for his hospitality, his willingness 
to aid those in need, and for his gener- 
osity toward God’s cause. Truly, one of 
the Church’s best workers is gone. 
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He was never happier than when he 
was declaring the Word of God to a 
lost and dying world. He had his ideals 
and his aims which were guided by the 
Spirit of God. In these he never let down 
and lived what he preached to the day 
of his death. 

The church here in Canton feels hon- 
ored to have had such a member, a mem- 
ber that leaves behind a record un- 
stained and unspotted by the world. 

It is rather a coincident that the last 
convention sermon he preached at the 
Ohio state convention was on the sub- 
ject, “Sound Doctrine,” the doctrine by 
which he lived and died. His last words to 
me over the telephone on Saturday eve- 
ning were, “I'll see you in the morning.” 
Little did he dream it would be in that 
great morning. 

God’s glory hovered over him to the 
grave. Those present say this was one of 
the most wonderful funerals they ever 
attended, It is estimated that six hun- 
dred attended. The crowds were accom- 
modated by loud speakers. In the midst 
of all our grief, the sweet presence of 
God enfolded us till even hardhearted 
sinners felt it. The effects from this fun- 
eral are still being felt by saint and sin- 
ner. 

We, who are left behind, cannot under- 
stand why God saw fit to take from us 
one so able, so dearly loved, and so young 
when he might have been a soldier of 
the cross yet for many years, but we’ve 
learned that God’s way is the best way 
and we know that, ‘Farther along, we'll 
know more about it; Farther along, we'll 
understand why!” 

Certainly he will be missed greatly by 
his family, by those with whom he came 
in contact at his work. There will be an 
unfilled place in the ranks of his home 
church, and a vacant chair in the ranks 
of the ministry; but we know he’s gone 
to a better place. 

He leaves to mourn their loss his 
mother, Mrs. Amanda Warden, his wife, 
Mrs. Clara Warden, and three daugh- 
ters, Gladys, Alice and Betty, all of the 
home. 

Brothers J. L. Stephens, D. G. Phil- 
lips, R. J. Staats, and J. H. Hughes of- 
ficiated at the services. Ministers attended 
from various parts of the state. Burial 
was made in Greentown cemetery.
